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PRIORITY NUNBER 
DELAY HOLDS UP 
HOUSING PROJECT 


Just a priority number—that’s 
all it takes to actually start 
‘progress on Upland’s housing 
“project. 

One hundred family units are 
‘to be erected on Campus avenue 
a short distance north of Foot- 
hill boulevard and reports from 
Washington, D.C., this week are 
to the effect that work may be 
Started. 

‘Before bids can be called, how- 
rever, it is necessary that a prior- 
ity number be assigned to the 
project. Paul F. Schowalter, 
‘chairman of the housing com- 
‘mission, explained that all re- 
ports to the contrary, nothing 
more could be done until a fed- 
eral agency had actually assign- 
‘ed a priority number. No recent 
word has been received from the 
war production board, the agency 
that assigns priority numbers. 


BID OPENING NEXT 

If and when a priority number 
is assigned here, contractors will 
tbe notified and bids will be open- 
‘ed five days later, according to 
‘Mrs. Douglas Black, secretary 
‘of the commission. A _ contract 
would then be let and actual 
work could be started—providing 
materials are available in suf- 
ficient quantity. 

Specifications call for the proj- 
‘ect to be completed within four 
months. 

Site of the 100-dwelling proj- 
‘ect is on the east side of Cam- 
pus avenue, extending south of 
the Sierra Vista school ground 
‘to a point a short distance south 
‘of West street. Brick is to be 
used in the construction. 

COMMUNITY BUILDING 

A community building is plan- 
ned as a part of the project. It 
will include a social hall, an arts 
and crafts room, kitchen and of- 
fices for the secretary and the 
directors, and accommodations 
for a day nursery. 

The buildings would be for de- 
fense workers only. Of the ac- 
commodations for 100 families, 
four houses would have four bed- 
rooms; 26 houses, three bed- 
rooms, 62 houses, two bedrooms, 
and eight houses, one bedroom.

Barlow V. Bowen,

1989, was murdered in the Clare- 
mont Inn, Claremont, at 10:30 
o’clock last night. 

While no arrests had been made 
by noon today, Claremont police 
and Los Angeles county deputy 
sheriffs have a full description of 
the man being sought. 

Bowen, whose home is in South 
Pasadena, arrived with another 
man at the Inn and registered for 
a room at about 7:30 o’clock in 
the evening, Bowen introduced his 


‘companion to the Inn manage- 


ment as “my brother who will 
spend the evening with me.” 
Claremont police discovered 


that Bowen has no brother, of- 


| ficers said. 


Bowen was stabbed to death 
with a pocket knife, Claremont 
police reported. His punctured 


body had 11 stabs in the back 
at the base of the spine and one 
according to 
Claremont police. <A fight be- 
tween the two men preceded the 
fatal slashing. Bowen’s assailant, 
injured in the fight, left a trail 
of blood as he got away down a 
rear fire escape.

Mr. Combs and his staff have 
just completed the purging of 
the great register, the complete 
record of registered voters in 
the county,

in any election during 1942. 

This is what they discovered: 

Of the 3044 voters 
last year, 1003, or practically 33 
per cent, did not vote during the 
year.
